JOHNSTOWN, June 13.—Everybody is 
excited and petty quarrels and conflictB 
between the laboring men and their 
bosses axe of frequent occurrence. By 
10 o'clock this morning the town was 
swarming with labpring men of all 
types and nationalities, but the condi- 
tions of 81.50 per day and pay your 
own rations, under which they were to 
be employed, did not appear to be much 
of an inducement, and as a result only 
100 men are now engaged in clearing 
away the debris. 


The first conflict among the workmen 
occurred at 6 o'clock, this morning, 
when an attempt was made to dethrone 
the foreman of the West Alexander 
force. The contractor disorganized the 
gang and put a strange foreman in 
charge. 
The men refused to continue 
at work under any other than their own 
foreman. The contractors would not 
concede, a part of the laborers returned 
to their tents, where they are still quar- 
tered, and say that they will return 
home before they will work under a 
strange foreman. 


A gang of over 200 Italians was hired 
to take the places of the strikers. 
The 
laborers did not take kindly to the 
Italians and intimidated them at every 
opportunity. No open conflict occurred, 
however, until the Italians were at break- 
fast. 
One of the American laborers 
made an insulting remark to one of the 
dagos and the latter answered in the same 
manner. Hot words followed, resulting 
in a raid on the Italians, who were 
thrown bodily out of their huts. 
The 
Italians reported the matter to General 
Hastings. 


The general expressed his determina- 
tion to suppress such outbreaks at all 
hazards. The assurance that all men 
would be thoroughly protected from vio- 
lence, however, did not aUay the fears 
of the Italians and the majority of them 
returned to their 
tents. 
Bystanders 
say that the conduct of the Americans 
to the Italian laborers was outrageous. 
Contractor McKnight told the Italians 
to prepare to go to work to-morrow 
and he would guarantee that they 
would not be molested. 


At 10:30 o'clock a gang of about 100 
men were put at work on the wreckage 
near the general office of the Cambria 
Iron company. 


This morning a large company of 
laborers from Greensburg refused to go 
to work for $1.50 per day, claiming that 
they had been promised fifty cents per 
day extra. 
On hearing this General 
Hastings ordered a company of militia 
to the camp of the strikers, who again 
refused to go to work, whereupon the 
soldiers were ordered to charge upon 
them, running them out of the camp at 
the point of the bayonet. 


Captain Sears, of the United States 
army engineering corps, accompanied 
General Hastings on a general round of 
ini^)ection this morning. He says that 
the mass of wreckage embedded in 
the river at the raft, covering several 
acres, cannot be burned and dynamite 
will not do the work. The only way it 
cen be done is to put 1,000 men on the 
mass, pull it apart, cart it away and 
bum the bodies as soon as they are 
found. It can be done in no other way. 


Five bodieis were recovered and taken 
to the First ward school house morgue 
this morning. Two were identified— 
Mrs. Alice, Jones and Mrs. Layton. 
They were found in the ruins at the 
Cambria Iron company's works and 
were in an advanced state of decomposi- 
tion and will be buried immedutely. 


At noon to-day forty e3q>6rienced 
lumber men from T^d'«-"*«- county armed 
with their axes, pike poles, hookd, etc., 
joined Contractor McEnight's forces. 
At 1 o'clock this afternoon Contractor 
McKnight concentrated his entare gang 
on the raft and began the task of open- 
ing up the channel in the Conemaugh 
river.

Alexander Sullivan, who is under ar- 
rest at Chicago for the murder of Dr. 
Cronin, has had an eventful history. He 
was bom in Canada, and when quite 
young came to Detroit, Mich, where he 
became a derk, and afterwards engaged 
in the boot and shoe trade. His stock 
was destroyed by an incendiary fire, and 
Sullivan's enemies accused him of start- 
ing it himself. 
An investigation which 
followed failed to fasten any guilt upon 
him, however. 


In the political campaign of 1868 he 
took the stump in Michigan for the re- 
publican candidates. 
Soon after the 
ina^n^tio^ 
President Grant, Mr. 
Sullivan was appointed collector of in- 
ternal revenue at Santa Fe, in New 
Mexico. He went there and commenced 
his laboniy but was not confirmed by the 
senate. Subsequently he was appointed 
secretary of the territory of New Mexico. 


He afterwards went to Chicago whei« 
for some years he was a newspaper re- 
porter. He was admitted to the bar, 
but the greatest part of his time was 
given to politics and Irish affairs. In 
1876 he shot and killed Francis Han- 
ford, the principal of one of the schools 
at Chicago, on account of some difficul- 
ty, but after two trials he was acquitted, 
although the verdict gave universal dis- 
satisfMtion. 


In 1879 Sullivan took advantage of 
the national bankrupt law. then about 
to go out of existence. In 1883, through 
the influence of the Glan-na-Gtael, he 
was elected president 
ob the Land 
Tn 1884 he took the stump for 
Blaine. Since then he has not exerted 
himself mudi except in Irish afEairs and 
to have Patrick Egan appointed minister 
toChili

TROUBLE AT JOHNSTOWN 


PRICE TWO CENTS 


JOHNSTOWN, June 13.—Everybody is 


excited and petty quarrels and eonilicte 
between the laboring men and thei 
bosses are of frequent occurrence, B 
10 o'clock this morning the town was 
swarming with laboring men of 
types and nationalities, but the oondi 
tions of $1.60 per day and pay you 
own rations, under which they were to 
be employed, did not appear to be muck 
of an inducement, and as a result only 
100 men are now engaged in clearini 
away the debris. 


The first conflict among the workmen 


occurred at G o'clock, this morning 
when an attempt waa made to dethrone 
the foreman of the West Alexander 
force. The contractor disorganized the 
gang and put a etrango foreman in 
charge. 
The men refused to continue 


at work under any other than their own 
foremnu. The contractors would not 
concede, a part of tho laborers returned 


their touts, where they are still quar- 


ered, and say that they will return 
lome before they will work under 
strange foreman. 


A gang of over 200 Italians was hired 


o take the places of tho strikers. 
The 


aborers did not take kindly to tho 
Italians and intimidated them at every 
opportunity. Ko open conflict occurred, 
lowever, nntil the Italians wereat break- 


One of tho American laborers 


made an insulting remark to one of the 
iagoB nod the latter answered in the same 
manner. Hot words followed, resulting 
n a raid on the Italians, who were 
lirown bodily out of their kubt. 
The 


talians reported tho matter to General 
tastings. 
The general expressed hie detennina- 


ion to suppress such outbreaks at all 
surds. Tho assurance that all men 


would be thoroughly protected from vio- 
enoo, however, did not allay tho fearn 
f the Italians and the majority of them 
returned to their touts. Byutandors 
say that the conduct of the Americans 
o tho Italian laborers was ontrageous. 
Contractor McKnight told tho Italians 
to prepare to go to work to-morrow 
and he would guarantee that they 
would not bo molested. 


At 1030 o'clock a gang of about 100 
ien wore put at work on tlio wreckage 
oar tho general office of the Cambria 
ron company.

Cronin, liait had an eventful history. Ho 
was born in Canada, and when qtiito 
young oamo to Detroit, Mich, where ho 
became a clerk, nnd afterwords engaged 
in tho boot and shoe trade. His stock 
was destroyed by an incendiary lire, and 
9nUiviitt's enemies accuv«d him of start- 
ing it himself. 
An investigation which 


followed failed to fasten any guilt upon 
dim, however. 


In the political campaign of 18C8 he 


took the stump in Michigan for the re- 
publican candidates. 
Soon after the 


inauguration of President Grant, Mr. 
Sullivan was appointed collector of in- 
ternal revenue at Santa Fe, in 
Mexico, Me went there and eommenosd 
iiis labors, but was not confirmed by tho 
senate. Subsequently he was appointed 
Bccretury of the territory of New Mexico. 


Hit afterwards went to Chicago where 


for some years ho was a newspaper re- 
porter. Ho WH admitted to Uio bar, 
but tho greatest part of his timo was 
given to politics and Irish affairs. 
In 


1876 he shot and killed Francis 
Han- 


ford, tho principal of ono of the schools 
at Chicago, on account of some difficul- 
ty, hut after two trials he was acquitted, 
although tho verdict gave universal dis- 
satisfaction. 


In 1870 Sullivan took advantage of 


the national bankrupt law, then ubont 
to go out of existence. In 1883, through 
tliu influence of the Clan-na-Oafil, he 
was elected president 
of tho Land 


loauge. In 1884 ho took tho stump for 
Blaine. Since then he has not exerted 
himself much except in Irish affairs and 
to have Patrick Egan appointed minister 
to Chili.
